SANFRANCISCO- Whatbeganasahigh 
School Student s protest over the use of an 
Indian as the school mascot may end up 
becoming a civil rights issue. 

Allen Yee，a 14-year-old freshman at 
Lowell High'School, was appalled when he 
Saw Whathethought was a“negative carica- 
ture”of Natve Americans as the School 
Symbol. But when he made his concerns 
public to the Student body, he claims that 
Some teachers began to harass him and that 
the schoolprincipal has donenothingtoalle- 
viate the situation. Principal Dr. Alan Fibish， 
however, claims that he has“taken action to 
protect Allen，” 

Yee first became concerned when he Saw 
the School book cover emblazoned with the 
image of ascreaming American Indian with 
full headdress and warpaint of his face. 

工 thoughtitridiculed Native Americans,” 


he told 尼 /W.、 Yee brought the cover and his 


concems to his fellow freshman class offi- 
Cers (Yee js class Secretary) and discussed it 
with them. At that time the annual school 
spiritrallyat whichthe“Indian”themeofthe 
School is traditionally used in yells, songs 
and Skit contests between the different 
classes WaS Only two weeks away， 

“The other officers agreed with me and 
decided not to use the Indian image in the 
freshman class presentation,”Yee sdid. Yee 
Was asSked to make a statement at the end of 
the freshmen presentation to explain why 
they had chosen notto use the Indian theme. 

At the rally, Yee was only able to make 
three Sentences of his Speech when the mi- 
crophone was turned off by another student.

He headed ICSAin 1967 andremained an 
active member through the Student protests 
the followingyear. BytheFallof1968,atthe 
heightof the Strikes, ICSA boasted a mem-= 
bership of about 100. 

Protests began at SFE State as early as the 
Fall of 1967 with the suspension of black 
Students involved in the beating ofan editor 
ofthestudentnewspaperandabreak-inatthe 
administration building. 


Demonstrations continued into the SPring 
of 1968 with Sit-ins by the Black Student 
Union(BSU)andthethe Third World Libera- 
tonFront(TWLE),acoalitionofThird World 
student goOupS,， whose demands included an 
increase in the emrollment of minority stu- 
dents. 

The Situation at the campus intensified in 
the Fall of 1968 when Black Panthermember 
George Murray, anSE 9State graduate studenit 
and teaching asSlistant，was SUspended by 
collegepresident Robert Smith forreportedly 
telling black students to bring guns to School 
to protect themselves against“white Tacist 
administratorS.” 

OnNov.6,1968theBSUandTWLEFcalled 
for a Strike to protest the suspension. The 
group issued a list of 10 demands which in- 
cludedthereinstatementof Murray,the estab- 
lishment of a permanent Special admissions 
program for minority Students amd the crea- 
ton of a Third World studies department 

The strikeragedon for 121 days, one ofthe 
longest campus protests at a college campus. 

Althoughsupportiveofthe studentprotests， 
Wong Said ICSA members debated at first 
whether or not to join the TWLEF. The group 
eventually decided that “not to be involved 
Was to be out of touch,” he recalled. 

The TWLEF also included the Philipino 
American Collegiate Endeavor (PACE) and 
Aslian Americans for Political Action 
(AAPA). 

George Woo，now chair of the Asian 
American Studies Department at SE State， 
recalled how some more conservative China- 
town leaders denounced the actions of the 
students and accused them of being violent 
radicals who were disrupting the educational 
procesS.

CRDC's janltorial training program and the 
Chinatown American Cooks Training pro- 
gram have Teversed the usual order - they 
have jobs waliting in line for candidates. 

While it may Seem that agencies Serving 
the Chinese community tend toward spe- 
cialization, actually the trend has been in the 
Opposite direction. Self Help for the Elderly 
has expanded into housing (Pineview),Asian 
Neighborhood Design has added a commer- 
cial subsidiary that sells furniture to hospitals 
and motels. The Chinatown Resource Center 
(CRC) and its Sister Organization the China- 
town Community Housing Corporation are 
involved im almost every zoning or housing 
issue in Chinatown. Asian Inc.has expanded 
far beyond a basic business advisory organi- 
Zation. 

Health care programs at Self Help for the 
Elderly, On Lok Senior Health Services and 
NEM9 have been cited as model programs. 
Othercommunilties send health professionals 
to SF to study these programs. 

Fundraisinghasbeenraisedtoasciencein 
Chinatown. Chinese Hospital ralised over 
3$240;000 in the August Moon event this 
month. On Lok will no doubt reach the $2.5 
million goal for its housing project for the 
elderly at 1000 Montgomery. Chinese New- 
comsers each year raises a go0od chunk of its 
budgettarough pledges ontheradio.Chinese 
forAffirmative Action attracts Corporate and 
foundation grank to Supplement member- 
siups from indkvyiduals. 

Thc agencies have Survived Prop 13, fed- 
eral cutbacks,revenue Sharing,dropsinfoun- 
dation funding and a recession. Faced with 
financlal setbacks, they responded by insti- 
tutirlg Self 人 supporting programs Orby crank- 
ing up their fundraising to ahigher pitch. 

Agency workers in Chinatown are dedi- 
catcd Individuals. In most cases, the upper- 
levcl administrators could get higher-paying 
jobs outslide Chinatown. Many of the agen- 
cics suffer a “brain drain.”As Soon as top

professionals and technical people are 
trained and acquire experience，they, unless 
extremely dedicated, leave for better-paying 
jobs in government or private industry. The 
Workers whoremain facelonghours, increas- 
ing caseloads and shrinking funding. 

But the diversification of community 
agencies in Chinatown is a mixed blessing. 
Asthemorepowerfulagenciesmovetosolid- 
ifty their “fiefdoms,”they must out of neces- 
Sity Compete against each other for funding. 
Asagencies expand into different areas, they 
duplicate the services of other agencies. 
9%ome ofthe smaller groups, withoutpolitical 
muscle and technical expertise，are Over- 
matched when they compete for foundation 
Or private funding against these agencies， 

Rivalriesbecomie bitter when one agency 
bad-mouths another to get a grant. Often the 
planning process is So fragmented that one 
agency's fundraising event conflicts with 
anothers. If an agency known for housing 
becomes involved with job training, the job 
training agencies become incensed. Agen- 
cies Say they mnust diversify to survive, but 
other agencies only see their Survival being 
threatened. 

WhatwehavenowinChinatownis a “turf 
war… Ithe funding sources continue to dry 
Up while the competition intensifies，we 
could see tragic times for the weaker agen- 
cles. What 1$s needed now，before another 
recesSion hits the country,1is Some discussion 
aboutwhatagencies could combineand work 
together. Itis far better thattheplanning take 
place now and jobs be cut Slowly through 
efficiency orby attrition, thanawholeagency 
go up in Smoke at one time. Even 寺 bad 
economic predictions don'tcome true,this js 
a SensSlble Strategy. 

Many agencieshavepurchasedtheirown 
buildings，both inside and outside China- 
town. While t would be hard to fault such 3 
Sound business practice, it does Seem that 
there' Sareluctanceto work outarrangements 
to combine Several agencies under one rootf 
All this fragmentation and independence 
isSn'tnecessarilythebestfortheclients. With- 
out pointing any fingers, I have observed 3 
great deal of unused and underutilijzed Space 
in Some of these new headquarters. 

The New York model， with the China- 
town Planning Council operating as a mas- 
Siveentity controlling widerangeofservices， 
would not work in SF. But the increased 
Balkanization of Chinatown，with agencies 
working at croSs purposes, is not the anSwWer 
either. Consolidation among the Social serv- 
iceandhealth careagencieswouldbehealthy 
for Chinatown.

SAN FRANCISCO - An unexpected 
early resignation of Michelle Corwin， the 
acting SF registrar of voters，has left her 
SuccesSor Germaine Wong “shocked and 
Overwhelmed.” 

While Corwin's resignation and the nam- 
ing of Wong as her replacement came 3aS nO 
Surprise ( 尼 / 殉 8/11), it was not anticipated 
that Corwin would turn Over her duties to 
Wong until after the November election.
